Burglars steal fat fryers from town takeaway

Brazen thieves stole deep fat fryers 
worth a total of £20,000 and thou¬ 
sands of pounds in cash during a 
daylight heist at a popular Kingston 
takeaway. 

Staff at Chic-O-Land in St James 
Road arrived at work on Monday to 
find two industrial cookers - worth 
an estimated £8,000 to £10,000 each - 
gone, as well as a safe containing 
about £2,000 in cash. 

The burglars also took £400 from 
the tills, before leaving in a white 
lorry. 

CCTV footage released by Chic-O- 
Land showed two suspects pulling 
up outside the diner at 6.47am on 
Monday, April 22. 

As oblivious passersby walked 
past, one of the men forced the

front door open before both entered 
the premises. 

The thieves then placed a bag 
over the security cameras - but one 
man could still be seen taking cash 
from the till. 

Chic-O-Land was closed to cus¬ 
tomers on Monday and Tuesday 
while new equipment was delivered 


and fitted. It meant the shop also 
lost out on its usual takings from 
hungry clubbers at the adjacent 
Hippodrome and surrounding 
venues. 

Manager Ziya Gul said: “They 
forced the door using a metal bar of 
some sort. They came in at about 
6.30am - we have caught them on 
CCTV. 

“We need to get new machines 
and clean up. 

“When they took the machines 
they splashed oil everywhere.” 

A Kingston police spokesman 
said: “Two commercial fryers and a 
quantity of cash were loaded on to 
the vehicle which then left via 
Kingston one-way system.”

did not ask him to lie down 
during examination. 

Mr Logan called the 
allegations “shocking” and 
“unbelievable”. 

Taking to the stand he said: 
“I try to be a human being 
with thoughts and feelings and 
more like a friend.

“I may have touched him 


inadvertently -1 thought I was 
just giving simple health ad¬ 
vice for a patient to get to 
know their anatomy. 

“He did not say T am not 
happy with this’.

The trial lasted two days be¬ 
fore Mr Logan was acquitted. 

Kingston Hospital said it had 
dismissed him in August last 
year following a disciplinary 
investigation.

Bosses of Britain’s largest 
ever skunk cannabis ring 
have been told to pay back 
millions of pounds or face up 
to an extra seven years 
behind bars. 

The gang, who used 
garages and homes in 
Kingston and Surbiton, have 
been given six months to 
pay. 

The ultimatum could 
thwart any plans of serving 
their current sentences and 
quietly retiring abroad to 
live a life of luxury on their 
estimated £20m profit. 

Detectives swooped in 
November 2008 after watch¬ 
ing them smuggle £56m of 
cannabis from Holland over 
14 months hidden in flower 
boxes. 

Their relatively clean 
criminal records inspired

Builder Terry Bowler, 43, 
who was living in St Albans 
Road, Kingston, was told to 
pay back £1.45m by Judge 
Gregory Stone at Southwark 
Crown Court or face an extra 
six-and-a-half years in 
prison. 

He was initially sentenced 
to 16 years in prison 
in March 2010. 


When he was sentenced 
Judge Stone said: “Money of 
this scale does not disappear 
into thin air.” 

Mark Kinnimont, 43, who 
lived in a flat in Claremont 
Road, Surbiton, was told to 
pay back £1.29m or face an 
extra six years. 

Peter Moran, 40, a second 
cousin of Mitcham and Mor- 
den MP Siobhain McDonagh, 
was told to pay back £1.49m 
or be sentenced to another 
six-and-a-half years. 

They had both been jailed 
for 14 years. 

Mastermind Anthony 
Mills, 44, was eventually 
caught in Amsterdam and 
sentenced to 17-and-a-half 
years in prison. 

He was told to pay back 
£1.69m or face another seven 
years’ prison sentence. 


The figure was arrived at 
after years of work by finan¬ 
cial investigators from the 
Metropolitan Police, includ¬ 
ing identifying 12 homes in 
Lanzarote. 

Mills and Bowler were spot¬ 
ted having lunch with bank 
executives in Geneva and are 
believed to have stashed 
money in bank accounts 
in Switzerland, Dubai and 
Pakistan. 

But prosecutors admitted 
the figure may be the tip of 
the iceberg, with accounts 
registered back as far as 
2002. 

If more money is found, or 
admitted by the gang, it 
could also be seized by the 
courts.

More than 20 vehicles were tar¬ 
geted, causing about £4,000 of 
damage, the jury heard. 

Judge Fergus Mitchell said the 
people affected were not wealthy 
and might have paid out of pocket 
to avoid losing their insurance 
excess. 

He said: “You can imagine the 
sort of effect that sort of damage 
would have on the budget.” 

A jury found James Bradley, 18, 
of Gilders Road, and two boys 
aged 17 and 16, not guilty of con¬ 
spiring to destroy or damage 
property and violent disorder. 

Another three 17-year-olds, 


from Chessington, Epsom and 
Thames Ditton, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, had 
pleaded guilty to violent disorder 
and conspiracy to damage or de¬ 
stroy property, before the trial 
and will be sentenced later. 

Joao Arsenio, defending his 17- 
year-old client, had asked the jury 
not to convict based on a “broad¬ 
brush” approach. 

He said: “Not all Germans in 
Germany in the Second World 
War were Nazis.

New owners may have to 
foot bill for Lumba damage

It said: “CNM has been 
made aware further enforce¬ 
ment action to force the re¬ 
pair of the building remains 
an option to the council. 

“I will await the outcome of 
any applications before as¬ 
sessing our next step, though 
one way or the other the 
building will not be allowed to 
stay in the condition Mr 
Lumba has left it in.” 

Director Wahid Samedy 
said: “I am taking on the plan¬ 
ning of this derelict building. 
The restoration of some 


elements will be part of that. 
We want to restore as much as 
possible but also be pragmat¬ 
ic. We have to take a sensible 
approach. 

“I am trying to get the best 
outcome by engaging with the 
community. 

“Given the building is high¬ 
ly unlikely to be a cinema 
again, the restoration should 
be viewed in that context.” 

He said talks had begun 
with English Heritage to dis¬ 
cuss which parts of the site 
could be restored. 

An English Heritage 
spokeswoman said: “English 
Heritage will be working with 
the new owners and the 


council providing advice on 
the plans for the old Gala 
Bingo Hall in Kingston. We 
look forward to productive 
discussions continuing.” 

Nicola Duffey, from the Can- 
bury Park Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion, said: “I don’t want any 
more late-night venues. If the 
council insisted, it would be a 
massive amount of money for 
CNM. So what is a dance floor 
used for? To dance. They 
would be well in their rights 
to say that. 

“So I would be highly sur¬ 
prised if the council did say 
reinstate the dance floor. The 
council would be building a 
rod for their backs.”

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New health centre still shambles 


Until the end of February 
Surbiton residents enjoyed an 
excellent and personal service 
from the surgeries at Oakhill 
Health Centre. 

Now, the whole system is 
still a shambles. 

Everything at Surbiton 
Health Centre is centralised, 
with lots of new, inexperi¬ 
enced staff and the existing 
staff have been given no or¬ 
ganised system to work with. 

If you have the patience, you 


With the work of care agencies 
increasingly and, quite rightly, 
in the media spotlight, I was 
disheartened to read the piece 
online that covered the story of 
11 care agencies handed non- 
compliance notices for failing 
to fulfil aspects of their con¬ 
tracts - mostly for missing 
calls, but also for lateness and 
carers not staying at appoint¬ 
ments for the allotted time 
(Home care contractors late 
notices revealed). 

I am not familiar with the 
particular circumstances of 
the cases, but I was interested 
to read two of the agencies are 
working on long-term (10-year) 
council contracts. 

The system of care currently 
prevalent in this country 


might get an answer on the 
phone - after 20-plus minutes 
- and speak to a pleasant per¬ 
son who has not a clue what 
they are doing, who anyone is, 
or what is going on. 

So far I have managed to ar¬ 
range one telephone appoint¬ 
ment in connection with my 
work in a residential home, 
but the practitioner called 
before the pre-arranged time 
and I was not on duty. 

On another occasion I went 


sees care agencies entering 
into local authority block 
contracts. 

At Home Instead Senior Care 
we do not enter into such con¬ 
tracts as we believe they often 
drive down standards and 
quality of care by forcing agen¬ 
cies to deliver care in short-du¬ 
ration visits. 

I think it is pretty obvious 
quality care cannot be deliv¬ 
ered in a short time, ie, 15 or 30- 
minute visits. They lead to 
many shortcomings in the ser¬ 
vice provided with rushed vis¬ 
its and carers rushing around 
at such speed that calls are 
missed. 

There is a different way of 
working and my company is 
proof of that with care pack- 


to collect the repeat prescrip¬ 
tions for the home, which pre¬ 
viously would have taken a 
maximum of 10 minutes if 
there were queues at each of 
the surgeries. It took over half 
an hour for the poor new staff 
member to find where they 
were kept. 

If you go in person - after 
giving up on the phone - you 
risk getting a parking ticket, 
as you have 15 minutes 
grace if you do not have an 


ages drawn up around the 
needs of individuals and wish¬ 
es of their families. 

Our minimum call duration 
is one hour, allowing our care¬ 
givers to spend quality time 
with our clients. We also allow 
time between appointments 
which, surprisingly is not stan¬ 
dard in the sector so it is not 
surprising one of the issues 
was carers arriving late. 

I would be horrified if any of 
our caregivers were to miss a 
visit or arrive late. 

Our clients rely heavily on 
the service we provide and it is 
just a given that you would not 
miss a call.

I am pleased to announce 
that Kingston CCG - which is 
made up of the GP practices 
working together across 
the borough - formally took 
over the commissioning of 
hospital, community and 
mental health services from 
1 April 2013. This move 
followed the government’s 
Health and Social Care Act 


2012, and means that we have 
replaced the Primary Care 
Trust in taking on this role. 

At the same time the NHS 
Commissioning Board 
(NHS England) has taken 
over the commissioning 
of primary care services, 
including GPs, dentists, 
pharmacists and opticians, 
while public health services

As a CCG we’ve had 
delegated responsibility for 
commissioning budgets since 
April 2011 so we are in a good 
position to continue this work. 

As always, we remain 
committed to putting patients 
at the heart of local health 
services. We want to hear 
from you if you have feedback 
on our plans or on hospital, 
community or mental health 
services in general.

We look forward to working 
with you all to ensure 
Kingston residents get the best 
possible standard of health 
service. 


What happens next? 

Now that we’ve formally taken on our role we will 
continue to develop and implement the plans we’ve been 
working on, through the governing body and the council 
of members, which consists of a representative from 
every GP practice. We will be responsible for a budget 
of approximately £200 million, which we will continue 
to spend on hospital, community and mental health 
services for Kingston residents. 

Key priorities include: 

• Mental health - raising the standard of services, 
for example through the recent launch of our 
new community wellbeing service to jointly treat 
psychological therapies and substance misuse. 

• Community services - providing more care to support 
people at home where it’s wanted, reducing the need for 
hospital and residential care. 

• Urgent care - developing services to reduce pressure 
on A&E and provide alternatives for urgent treatment, 
including the NHS 111 service. 

• Redesigning services - so that more care is provided 
closer to home, avoiding the need for a trip to hospital 
where possible.

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Choosing the right school for your child 


Rachel Wakefield gives 
some sound advice on 
what to ask and what to 
look out for at a school 
open day 



Before you visit a school take 
a look at your child and think 
about what would actually 
benefit their future. 

Does your child have 
natural abilities in the 
performing arts, music or 
sport or is he or she more 
academically focused? Is the 
school more geared to 
vocational training or 
academic qualifications or do 
you favour boarding school to 
create independence and 
provide your child with a 
rounded education? 

Focus on these and other 
very important assessments 
of your child as you flick 
through prospectuses or click 
on school websites. 

Once you have made a 
decision about which school 
will benefit your child, you 
need to arm yourself with a 
list of questions which will 
stem from your child’s 
capabilities. 

Most open days involve a 
tour from students, a talk 
from the headteacher and a 
question and answer session - 
and this is where your 


homework will come in 
handy. 

When you arrive at the 
school for the open day, note 
your first impressions. Do you 
feel welcome? Does the school 
look well-maintained? Are the 
buildings new? Speak to the 
headteacher and try to form 
an idea of the direction he or 
she is taking the school in, 
and what plans they have. 

For secondary schools, find 
out about the entrance policy. 
If prospective pupils have to 
sit an exam, ask to see a past 
paper. 

Talk to teachers from all 
departments. A rounded 
education is important, so try 


to judge the enthusiasm and 
character of all the teachers 
and find out more about 
pupils’ performance in all 
subjects. Sometimes pupils’ 
work displayed on the walls 
can give you an idea of what is 
being taught. Look at the 
equipment and facilities - for 
example lab equipment, 
computers, seats, desks, 
library and toilets - to ensure 
they are up-to-date. 

Sports facilities should not 
be overlooked, as physical 
education is important to 
your child’s development. 

Find out what sports are 
offered, as well as what 
equipment is available. Does 


the school have its own 
playing fields or do pupils 
have to travel to take part in 
sports? Extra curricular 
activities are also important, 
so find out what activities are 
offered at lunchtime or in the 
evenings. 

If you have work 
commitments, which means 
your child has to go to school 
early or come home late, find 
out if there is a ‘breakfast 
club’ or after-school activities. 

Find out what percentage of 
pupils stay on to the sixth 
form, and how many of them 
go on to university, and which 
universities they go to. 

Another way of getting to 
the heart of the school is to 
chat to the students. 

Sometimes pupils 

themselves help out on open 
days, so use the opportunity 
to ask them what they like 
and dislike about the school. 

Find out too what they hope 
to do when they leave school - 
this will help gauge the 
pupils’ ambitions in life. 

And remember, although on 
an open day it is the school 


that is on show, it is also just 
as important for you to make 
a good impression. This may 
well count in your favour 
when applying for a place for 
your child. 

One final tip, don’t take your 
child with you to open days. If 
you really like the school, 
arrange with the headmaster 
for another time to return - 
this way you can come back 
with your child and judge 
their reaction to the school 
and its teachers. 

What you’re looking for is 
an attitude of warmth, as well 


as authority, from the 
teachers who will be 
educating your child and 
more importantly, it will 
answer your questions about 
whether your child will be 
happy there.

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Advice on coping with exam stress 




Exam time can be stressful 
for the whole family - not 
just the young person who is 
sitting the exams. 

Parents get anxious about 
whether their children are 
studying enough, whether 
they are looking after 
themselves, and whether 
they will get the results they 
need. 

Students are often 
stressed, anxious and 
irritable, and can have 
trouble with eating and 
sleeping - never mind 
studying. The resulting 
anxiety on both sides can be 
distressing and disruptive to 
family life. 

“There will be outbursts 
and everyone will have to 
try and remain calm - 
remember it’s only for a 
short while,” said Daphne 
Joseph of Young Minds, the 
UK’s leading charity 
committed to improving the 
emotional well-being and 
mental health of children 
and young people. 

Young Minds has put

together the following exam 
tips for families: 

1. Accept this is going to be a 
stressful time for the whole 
family - expect outbursts 
and try to remain calm; 

2. Find out the dates of your 
child’s exams, what prep 
they need to do and when 
coursework needs to be 
handed in; 

3. Try and work with your 
child and support them 
rather than policing them; 

4. Encourage children to 
talk to you if they are really 
worried. Reassure them that 
if they do not get their 
expected grades, there will 
be other opportunities 
ahead; 

5. Find out what revision 
techniques are 


recommended by the school, 
and check out online 
revision sites; 

6. If you have any concerns 
or questions, contact the 
school rather than relying 
on your child to do it; 

7. Encourage your child to 
have regular breaks from 
studying, to do something 
they enjoy; 

8. Make sure they eat 
healthy snacks regularly, 
and drink enough so they 
don’t get dehydrated; 

9. Exercise is also a good 
way to relax, even just a 
walk round the block; 

10. Respect their body clocks 
- many teenagers are more 
alert during the night and 
this may be the best time for 
them to revise!

Sales reach three-year high 


Surveyors report 
increased confidence in 
the market with the 
number of homes sold in 
the UK reaching a three- 
year high in March. 

In that month, 
chartered surveyors 
reported selling an 
average of 17.4 homes 
over the previous three 
months, the highest 
number since March 
2010. Confidence has 
been slowly returning to 
the UK housing market 
since the end of 2012, and 
transactions have also 
risen for three 
consecutive months, says 
the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors 
report. 

A spokesman for the 
RICS said: “This 


increasing stability was 
mirrored by prices as 
respondents across the 
country reported 
practically no movement 
during March. 

“A net balance of just 
one per cent more 
surveyors reported price 
falls (from seven per 
cent), meaning house 
prices across the UK have 
now been relatively 
stable for six months. 

“A net balance of 11 per 
cent more surveyors 
reported rises in new- 
buyer enquiries, the 
highest reading since 
October. It seems that the 
Government’s efforts to 
encourage banks to offer 
more affordable 
mortgages may now be 
starting the bear fruit.”

Female car ownership thrives 

Women drivers have pushed 
their car ownership above 
40 per cent for the first time, 
according to new government 
statistics. 

Last year, across the UK, 

9.8166 million women were 
registered with the DVLA as 
private car keepers compared 
to 14.5734 million men. 

Since 1994, the number of 
private cars with a female 
registered keeper has 
increased by 70 per cent. 

Their purchase of new 
private cars since the credit 
crunch has been more robust 
than men’s, down from 
387,000 in 2007 to 363,900 in 
2012, a fall of 5.97 per cent. 

In the same period, new 
cars registered with male 
keepers annually fell from 
575,400 to 475,100, down 
17.43 per cent. 


It’s a trend that manufacturers ignore at their peril, says AA 


In 1975/76, only 29 per cent 
of women held a full driving 
licence. By 2011, of the 35 
million holders of full driving 
licences, 16 million were 
women (46 per cent). 

The Vehicle Licensing 
Statistics 2012, published by 
the Department for 
Transport, shows that the 
total number of vehicles on 
UK roads continues to grow, 
although at a much reduced 
level than before the credit 
crunch. 

Since 2008, the annual 
growth in licensed vehicles 
has averaged 0.5 per cent, 
compared to 2.4 per cent 
between 1996 and 2007. 

Edmund King, the AA’s 
president, said: “Whereas 


male buyers have become 
unreliable in the new car 
market, demand from women 
has remained firm, with their 
car ownership rising above 
40 per cent for the first time. 

“It’s a trend that car 
manufacturers and dealers 
ignore at their peril. 

“Although the impact of 
recession continues to hit car 
use in the UK, the seven per 
cent fall in the number of 
buses in circulation since the 
2005 peak is perhaps more 
worrying. 

“As near-record fuel prices 
erode the ability of lower- 
income motorists to own and 
drive their cars, the scope for 
alternative transport 
dwindles.”
